SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine Busty Sexplosiv 1 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine is devoted entirely to explicitly sexual material intended for the sexual 
titillation and arousal of heterosexual male readers. The primary erotic focus is on the 
women models, with particular emphasis on their breasts, which are often shown in 
intense close-up focus. A number of visual images which depict the genitals of women 
engaging in sexual activities are also in close focus. These images, especially those in 
which women splay their labia for the camera, have a dehumanising and degrading 
effect by reducing women solely to their sexual characteristics. The text tends to 
reinforce this negative message. Women are also demeaned by being shown only as 
objects for male sexual stimulation and satisfaction. Because of the prevalence of 
such material throughout Busty Sexplosiv 1, the Classification Office considers that 
the availability of the magazine is likely to be injurious to the public good. The New 
Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been considered in relation to this 
publication. However, the right to freedom of expression contained in si 4 of the NZBR 
Act has been overridden by the weighting given to the extent and degree to which, and 
the manner in which, the magazine degrades, dehumanises and demeans women 
models.
